CITIZENS’ MEETING 
APPROVES CLOSING 
OF 3RD ST. NORTH 


Considered Dangerous to Maintain 


Crossing There Across C.N.R. Tracks: 


“That this meeting of citizens re- 
quest the City Council to approve the 
closing of 3rd St. North across the C. 
N.R. right-of-way, reserving the right 
to apply to the Railway Commission 
of Canada at any time for permission 
to build a subway at that point on the 
same terms as agreed upon for any 
other subway, the city to pay half the 
cost, and the Company half.” 

This represents the sense ofa reso- 
lution which was the outcome of the 
citizens’ meeting in the city hall on 
Monday evening. There was a very 
good attendance of citizens, some fifty 
or sixty being present. Mr. Broderick 
and Mr. McPherson were present 
representing the Canadian National 
Railways. 

Mayor Collison, in the chair, out- 
lined the situation which led to the 
calling of the meeting. There had 
‘been negotiations with the C. N. R. 
extending over several years. The 
steel was now laid into the city, but 
the line was not operating, and it was 
essential that action should be secur- 
ed a8 soon as possible. 

Mr. Broderick reported that the 
proposed agreement between the 
company and the city had been sub- 
mitted to the officials of the company, 
but strong objection was taken by the 
operating department to the 3rd St. N, 
crossing. It would not be safe for 
children crossing to and fro at that 
point. One difficulty is that children 


‘will not wait for a standing train to 


move on, but will climb through be- 
tween the cars, or, worse still, crawl 
through under. This is extremely 
dangerous when shunting is in pro- 
gress. The company is ready to pay 
the balance due the city, some $1500, 
con soon as the agreement is authoriz- 
ed. 

Commissioner Stephenson reviewed 
the agreements that had been propos- 
2d with the company from time to 
time, but none of these had been sign- 
ed. As a matter of fact, neither 3rd 
St. N. or any other street between 5th 
St. N. and the Exhibition grounds had 
been registered as streets across what 
is now the C.N.R. right-ofavay. 
had fought to keep 3rd St. N. open so 
‘hat the children could.go to school 
that way. Now he favored closing it, 
2s being too dangerous. It would 
only make a little difference for the 
children attending school, and no dif- 
ference to people coming down town, 
with the exception of the short cuts 
that are now possible across the open 
lands near the school, but which could 
not be regarded as permanent. It 
would be better to go a little further 
around than to run the risk of acci- 
dent. An action for $5,000 or $10,000 
damages against the C.N.R. would be 
poor compensation for the death of a 
child. 

Mr. Stephenson contended that the 
citizens were overburdened with tax- 
‘s. We must get more people in; to 
do that we must have the railway. 
They are getting no bonus, and are 
paying for the land they are using. 
Get the line operating, then we can 
appeal to wholesale houses and manu- 
facturing firms to locate here. 

R. G. Dawe contended for the build- 
ing on a subway instead of closing 
the street. He figured that this could 
be done for, say, $20,000. Mr. Broder- 
ick estimated that it would cost 
$50,000 or $60,000. 

The Mayor thought that even $20,000 
was ‘some money” these days. From 
his conversation with the officials in 
Winnipeg, he thought there was a 
chance to get theoline operating in 
the spring if the city showed a wil- 
lingness to play fair. The 3rd St. 
crossing would be too dangerous. 


P, Pidgeon thought that 8rd St. prop- - 


vides owners should have compensa- 
tion. 

W. J. Stephenson protested vigor- 
ously. He was afraid that the shunt- 
ing would interrupt the school work 
and damage the school property. The 
switching should be gone inthe south 
end of the city. 

Ald. Broughton agreed 
switching yards should be in the 
south end of the city. He was not 
satisfied with the treatment that the 
city had received from the company in 
the past. We should stand up for our 
rights; it is time that the east knew 
that the west is here. 

W. J. Botterill made a strong appeal 
for action. We are too much inclined 
to look around our own narrow circle. 
In the Old Cuntry millions of people 
are forced to go block after block on 
account of closed railway crossings. 
Calgary has seven closed streets in the 
east end and 6 in the west end; one 
after the other. Yet, with our few peo- 
ple, we are haggling for a subway. 

He contended that unless something 
is done to revive the town, he, for one, 
and many others, could not and woud 
not pay their taxes. Don't hold the 
proposition up any longer, he urged, 
or we will soon have nothing to hold 
up for. 

F. W. Galbraith, Dr. Sanders, R. L. 
Gaetz, G. W. Smith, M.L.A., and others, 
strongly supporteq the C.N.R. request. 
Rev. W. G. Brown feared depreciation 
of the value of the Presbyterian 
church property near that point. 

The resolution referred to above 
was moved by E. S. Hogg, seconded by 
Dr. Sanders. 

W. J. Stephenson and P. Pidgeon 
moved in amendment that the Council 
be instructed to oppose the closing of 
3rd St. North. 

A vote being taken, the amendment 
was declared lost by 25 to 11. The 
original motion carried by about the 
same vote.

Sir Andrew MacPhail Escaped With| Develapments of :Irish * Negotiations 


Wound—Assallant Killed Himself 


Montreal, November 15.—8ir An- 
drew MacPhail, professor of medicine 
at McGill University, was ‘ shot 
through the right shoulder this after- 
noon, ut his office by Louis Ogulnik, 
son of S. M. Ogulnik, a prominent) 
tailor of this city, who immediately 
committed swicide. Sir Andrew was 
only slightly hurt. Ogulnik, who ts 
38 years of age, is said to have suffer- 
ed from monomania in the form of vio- 
lent hallucinations, and is described 
by his brother as having been queer 
some time. He was obsessed with the 
idea.that some “terrible monster’? was 
following him. Immediately after the 
shocting, Ogulnik turned the weapon 
on himself, pulling the trigger twice. 
(One bullet lodged in his chest, the 
other in his brain. Death was almost 
instantaneous. Four shots were fired 
altogether. Of th@se, the first went 
wide. Professor MacPhail had time 
to partly dodge the second as he rush- 
ed through a door and was closing it 
behind him the second shot rang out 
and struck him in the shoulder just 
above the arm pit. He was not seri- 
ously hurt being able to telephone 
for an ambulance himself. A few 
minutes latenhe was on his way to 
the Royal Victoria hospital where the 
bullet was extracted. 

The dead man had known Sir An- 
drew fairly well, but whether he had 
ever consulted him. medically the 
family cannot say.

* SGORES LAWYER 
OVER DEFENSE 


“Hit Below the Belt,” Says Mr. Jus- 
tice Monet, in Murder Case 


Montreal, November 15.—That in 
his address to the jury he made no 
reference to pig's blood nor’ English 
blood, is the feature of a statement 
issued tonight by Alban .Germain, K. 
C., counsel for the defence in the trial 
of Grace Moreno, sentenced today to 
life in connection with the death of 
James J. Rowe, ex-service man, stab- 
bed to death by the woman in an 
altercation over a five dollar ‘bill. The 
trial of the Moreno woman was quite 
overshadowed by the sweeping denun- 
ciation of her counsel uttered by Mr. 
Justice Monet today. His lordship 
declared that in the cross-examination 
of Dr. Derome, medical expert, on a 
statement that the blood found on the 
knife alleged to have been used by 
Grace ‘Moreno, was human blood, Mr. 
Germain had not been afraid to say 
to the exclusively French-speaking 
jury that the blood was not human 
blood, but the blood of a pig, that of 
an Englishman. The judge condemn- 
eq this statement as grossly incon- 
gruous and ignoble. He further stat- 
ed that Mr. Germain had “struck the 
presiding judge of this court below the 
belt in challenging the right of the 
judge to give his opinion concerning 
the interpretation of the proof, 

In the opinion of members of the 
Montreal bar present in the court of 
King's Bench. it is many years since 
one of their number has been subject- 
ed to such unqualified censure as was 
pronounced by Mr. Justice Monet.

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ULSTER LOVALISTS 
PROTEST TREATRIENT 
BRITISH CABINET 


Repudiate Idea of Being Under Dom- 
inion of All-Ireland Parliament 


November 17.—Ten thous- 
and Loyalists in three meetings last 
night emphatically protested agaimst 
the British cabinet’s treatment of 
Ulster. Great enthusiasm was dis: 
played. The Lord Mayor of Belfast, 
presiding over the principal meeting 
in the assembly hall, declared that 
Ulster never would ‘be the vassal of a 
Sinn Fein parliament. Resolutions 
to this effect were adopted unani- 
mously. These included a resolution 
confidently replying on the Liverpool 
conference to repudiate the idea of 
placing Ulster under the dominion of 
an all Ireland parliament. The men- 
tion of Mr. Lloyd’s George's name was 
greeted with groans. 

Sir James Craig, the Ulster pre- 
mier, wrote from London to the lead- 
ars of the Ulster mass meeting held 
here in protest against an_ all-Ire- 
land parliament, asking a vote of 
confidence to continue the present 
negotiations in the following terms: 

“May I ask a simple though mo- 
mentous question? Will you support 
my colleagues ang myself in’ every 
step we consider necessary to main- 
tain our freedom from Sinn Fein 
domination, while still striving to at- 
tain an honorable peace? I shall be 
much strengthened in the — stand I 
am taking as much in the interests 
of Great Britain as of Ulster by an 
expression of your confidence and 
support. It appears to me that the 
honor, prestige and, it may be, the 
whole future of our empire is at 
stake.”

ENTHUSIASM 
UNPRECEDENTED 
FOR THE PRINCE 


Tour of Helr to British Throne Con- 
sidered to Have Opened With 
Splendid Promise. 


London, Nov. 18.—Reuter’s corres- 
pondent with the Prince of Wales in 
a long detailed dispatch, describes the 
reception of the prince by the populace 
of Bombay when he landed, and dur- 
ing the procession through the city. 
The ‘splendid military cortege at var- 
ious points along the route touched 
the fringe of the native bazaar, where 
there was tumultuous enthusiasm, un- 
precedented in the history of Bombay. 

The route of the procession was 
lined with British and Indian troops. 
A public holiday had been declared, 
and all the inhabitants closed their 
shops and flocked into the streets to 
greet the prince, whose manner and 
bearing made a great impression. 

The correspondent adds that al- 
though the political atmosphere in 
Bombay is rather tense, the tour of 
the prince is considered to have 
opened with splendid promise. ‘ 

A dispatch to the London Times 
from Calcutta gated Tuesday, says the 
extremists were taking advantage of 
the visit of the prince to gain further 
notoriety and that they might declare 
a general demonstration when the 
prince landed.

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WHY THE UNITED STATES 
RAISED ITS TARIFF 


It is sometimes stated that, had Cana- 

da not rejected the Reciprocity Agree- 
ment proposed by the United States 
in 1911, the United States would not 
have passed the Fordney Tariff Bill 
last May, and would not now be pre- 
paring a new permanent tariff, which 
will be strongly protective. 

The absurdity of this statement is 
apparent on a moment's reflection, be- 
cause the United States, in passing 
the Fordney act, made acgeneral in- 
crease of its protective tariff against 
all the countries of the world, and 
not particularly against Canada. 

The United States is now framing a 
new tariff which has passed the House 
of Representatives, and is being con- 
sidered by the Senate. This is a high 
protective measure and places high 
rate of duty on products from all 
countries entering the United States. 

Obviously, the Uniteq States, in 
taking this action, is not inspired ‘by 
revenge and is not trying to punish 
Canada for Canada’s refusal to adopt 
Reciprocity in 1911. A great country 
does not determine its policies by 
such petty motives. 


The United States has raised its 


tariff to protcet the industries of that 


country. In doing so, the policy 
which has been in effect in the Unit- 
ed States for 132 years is being main- 
tained.

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mously. He did not make any effort 
to explain how Canada came to be sad- 
dleq with the third Transcontinental 
road, but claimed ‘that tthe rates are 
kept high in an effort to make the gov- 
ernment roads pay operating charges. 
He. would let the governmént roads 
go into private owmership; ‘he didn’t 
care to whom or How, and was, not 
concerned with the Shaughnessy plan. 
Nor did he seem to care how the 
national obligations on account of 
the roads were to be paid. He would 
then have a “properly constituted rail- 
way board” to exercise rigid control 
of rates. 

Mr. McInnes was particularly.severe 
on the Canadian banking system as 
made up of “chartered banks that ex- 
ercise absolute domination and , are 
responsible ‘to no one.” A man Can't 
get accommodation when he wants it, 
when the stress is on. He did not 
blame the local managers ‘who were 
“only graduated bank clerks”; the 
trouble was with the directors around 
the maHogany tables in the east. The 
west is held up for weeksin the fall 
for want of money, he claimed, while 
it was poured into New York on short 
loans. 

(We would have a National Bank, 
where any man of character and assets 
could get accommodation whenever he 
needed it. 

He characterized exchange as graft, 


,determined only by the banks which 


are responsible to no one. He claimed 
that when the Canadian dollar was 
only worth 90 cents in the United 
States, the banks got the other 10 
cents, and when the pound _ sterling 
was a dollar under par, the banks got 
the dollar. His National Bank would 
be able to smooth out the wrinkles in 
international exchange. 

iAs an instance of the “scandalous 
waste of public money,” the annual 
expenditure now is 560 million dollars, 
whereas it was only 40 millions some 
15 years ago. It was time to call a 
halt on unnecessary expenses; there 
were too many Cabinet ministers. He 
took exception to the building of two 
dry docks at the coast when one ‘was 
enough, and accused the government 
of playing politics in the matter. Tax- 
ation must be reduced by reducing 
expenditures. 

He could see no difficulty in handling 
the natural resources over to the 
province. The citizens of the country 
shoulq then have equal opportunities 
to enjoy them. He would not tolerate 
the speculator, but would have the 
natural wealth go to those who would 
use antl develop them. The Liberals 
would hand them over if they are 
elected because tthe big Liberal con- 
vention in Ottawa had said so. 

The returneq soldier cannot be ade- 
quately repaid, and the limit should 
be only ‘the financial capacity of Cana- 
da, he declared. He had seen return- 
ed men in Canada without means and 
without a bed. There are 15,000 peo- 
ple out of work there, being kept. by 
charity. A hungry man becomes bit- 
ter, and then he gets dangerous, s0 
something must be done; he must be 
put to work. Mr. McInnes would em- 
ploy every man developing the nation- 
al resources. 

He claimed the cost of living was 
too high. The authorities had allow- 
ad it to go up and stay up, and had not 
hammered it down.. He claimed the 
Board of Commerce had not been al- 
lowed to function, and legitimate com- 
petition had been interfered with. 

Mr. McInnes claimed that the ladies 
always supported him, and he would 
have their rights further protected by 
legislation. It was not fair that a 
man should be able to get a divorce 
easier than a woman could. 

He hag no quarrel with the Progres- 
sives, who have many principles iden- 
tical with his own; there are only 
fancied differences. The Liberals have 
always played fair with the farmers, 
who never had a grievance against 
the Liberal government. The patrons 
of industry were active in the election 
of 1896 and elected quite a group, but 
these men found their haven in the 
Liberal party when that government 
went into power. 

Now the Farmers had been driven 
to organize again, despairing of  re- 
ceiving their rights from the present 
government. But if the Liberal Gov- 
ernment is elected this time, the Far- 
mers will again find that they get all 
they want from that source, and will 
merge with the Liberals again as ‘hey 
did on the former occasion. 

He did not believe in class govern: 
ment. The great parliament of Cana- 
da should be representative of every 
class and should -legislate for all. 
A member's worth does not depend cn 
his occupation, but on his real genuine 
political convictions, his ability to pre- 
sent those views in the ‘House of Com- 
mons, and his honesty of character. 

“Turn these rascals out,” was the 
basis of his appeal to the electors to 
oust the present government and elect 
the Liberals to ensure prosperity for 
Canada. pe

Gardner will be prosecuted ‘on a 
federal charge of attempted mail rob- 
bery here. 

The government wishes to. “play 
square” with Herman Inderlied, of 
Phoenix, the maj) clerk who captured 
Gardner, according to an announce- 
ment by District Attorney Flynn. 

The post department can pay the 


reward of $5,000 only for the “arrest. 


and conviction” of a mail robber. If 
Gardner should be sent to Leaven- 
worth without being tried for the at- 
tempted robbery as was originally or- 
dered, it would be impossible for the 
government to pay the reward to In- 
derlied. 

‘Sentences totalling 50 years were 
hanging over Gardner when he escap- 
ed from the federal prison at McNeil 
Island, Washington, September 5. ‘The 
Arizona state charge of criminal as- 
sault cannot be proceeded with until 
the federal courts have disposed of 
their case.

A few of the electors had the oppor- 
tunity of giving W. W. B. McInnes the

‘Taking in mind the distance that he 


has come to contest this riding, and 
hearing the line ofibunk that he turn- 
ed loose on Saturday, one.is forcibly 
reminded -of the legend of a cerfain 
famous monkey—"Far-fetched and full 
of nonsense.” 

Little wonder that he lost his de- 

nosit in both Centre Vancouver and 
Comox-Albernj in 1917 if his argument 
then was similar to what we listened 
to on Saturday. But even an adverse 
majority of some 9000 in the Vancouv- 
er riding, does not seem to have cool- 
ed his ambition to gain a seat at any 
cost. 
-‘Imagine a man talking about the 
possibility of an “expert government” 
compiling the figures on a census vi 
the Dominion in one week. Doesn't 
he realize that the value of a-.census 
lies in its reliability? Or did he just 
think that we are easy and will fall 
for any kind of bunk? 

Then to talk about our tariff being 
“bad, immoral and unscientific,” when 
Canada had grown up on it, and no 
nation in the world is in better econ- 
omic condition today. If the dead 
reciprocity scheme could be resurrect- 
ed because it would be an “advan- 
tageous thing for the United States,” 
is that any reason why we should dig 
the skeleton out of its peaceful tomb? 

Recall the days when Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier saddled the «third Transcon- 
tinental line on to Canada, listen to 
Mr. McInnes laud Sir Wilfrid’s mem- 
ory to the skies, and then hear the 
candidate assert his willingness to 
hand the lines over to anybody that 
would take them, anyhow. A nice 
tribute to pay to a dead leader, repudi- 


\| ating his policy of public ownership, 


willing to keep the debts - but 
give away the assets. 
Innesism which reminds us that Sir 
Wilfrid tolerated that bad, immoral, 
unscientific tariff for years. 

A high pinnacle of bunk was reach- 
ed when he tried to make his audience 
believe that the banks get the rake-off 
on the difference in exchange rates. 
It is to be hoped that the incoming 
government will make it necessary for 
candidates to pass an elementary ex:

MR, DAY'S SMOKER 


F ighting - Speeches by Mr. 
McClure, Mr. Snell, Mr. 
Payne, Mr. Dale 


Quite a gratifying number of citi- 
zens turned out on Wednesday .even- 
ing to attend the first smoker in Mr. 
J. F. Day's campaign—in. fact there 
were not enough chairs at first to go 
round and more had to be brought 
in. Mr. W. E. Payne was in the 
chair, and ably handled the earlier 
part of the programme consisting of 
city organization and speeches. The 
office of President of the local organ- 
ization received two nominations, and 
instead of risking the trouble of a 
contested.election the nominees adopt- 
ed the fine old scriptural method of 
drawing lots. Mr. McClure elected to 
“come to” Jack Fulton, won the toss 
and named Jack President. He him- 


‘self was promptly elected Vice-Presi- 


dent. The Hon. Arthur Meighen was 
made Honorary President, and Mr. J. 
F. Day, Hon. , Vice-President. 

Mr. J. R. McClure, called upon for a 
speech, said making a campaign speech 
there was something like talking to 
himself, or carrying coal to Newcastle. 
He went on to criticize the Hon. Mac- 
kenzie King for his lack of a wheat 
boar& programme, and Hon, T. A. 
Crerar for his alleged vacillating at- 
titude to it, saying it would be no 
good for the present crop, although he 
had been one of the howlers for a 
wheat board. He was now saying the 
Grain * Enquiry Act was ultra vires, 
and the whole inquiry was character- 
ized as wt plot against himself, poli- 
tically. 

Continuing, the speaker referred to 
the matter of false bottoms and over- 
ages, calling the alleged false-bottoms 
“progressive instruments.” He con- 
tended that the tariff was the supreme 
issue in this election, made so by, con- 
ditions,‘ not by Mr. Meighen’s  pro- 
nouncement. Every important country 
now had a protective tariff, except 
Great Britain which was adopting it 
as fast as she could. 

Mr. W. BE. Payne opened with a re- 
ference to the usual easiness of money 
under high tariff conditions. We need- 
ed a homogeneous country, not a pro- 
tectionist manufacturing east and a 
free trade farming west. Money came 
mainly from manufactures, and they 
should be encouraged. Western Can- 
ada was an expensive country to live 
in, and we needed to have a preval- 
ence of high wages to meet high living 
prices. 

He did not think it was necessary 
or advisable for us to be bolstering up 
the commerce of China and Japan. 
Alberta was bound to be a great man- 
ufacturing country eventually. We 
had by far the biggest supply of coal 
of any province in Canada, and coal 
was the basis of all big manufacture, 
The speaker accused Mackenzie King 
of suppressing for ten years the G. T. 
P. agreement to take back their con- 
ductors after a strike even while he 
assured these men he would do every- 
thing in his power for them. Mr, 
Payne closed a fine fighting speech 
with a long arraignment of the U. G. 
G. and their business methods, giving 
an analysis of the figures of the var- 
ious grades of grain bought and sold, 
the argument being that the farmers 
had not received any better treatment 
from their own co-operative concern 
than from the wicked middlemen the 
Company had been organized to fight. 
He hoped this country would not de- 
scend to the indignity of an intensive 
class-war, for class-wars always end- 
ed in bloodshed. 

Mr. H. J. Snell was delighted to see 
such a gathering of Red Deer's inde- 
pendent thinkers. He thought Mr. 
Day was as good a farmer supporter 
as the farmers could find in this dis- 
trict. He was a man of long, broad 
and varied experience. He had com- 
mended himself to the electorate by 
his fine magnanimity in 1917, when he 
had given way to Dr. Clark. Person- 
ally, he did not believe in buying a 
pig in a sack. He thought this craze 
for group government was only tem- 


porary. -Party government might be 
scotched, but it” was not killed. He 
though: election day was going to give 


au big surprise to many people. The 
farmers were wide awake and would 
not stand for being trifled with by this 
U.G.G. forever. Mr. Day was broad- 
minded enough to appreciate the point 
of view of the easterner as well as that 
of the western farmers. 

Mr. J. J. Dale gave from personal 
experience a little of the inside history 
of the starting of the U.G.G., having 
been present at some of the early 
meetings in 1907. He thought they 
had started with worthy and laudable 
objects, but had not kept to them 
closely enough,
